This building—of 
mammoth size for those times—was 
intended for a hotel and was designed 
to eclipse every other place of hospi- 
tality in the vicinity.

interior was finished, and the building

Rumsey as its landlord.

The 
sole and primary object of this Asso- 
ciation was to assist in the accom-| 
plishment of the purpose which the 
Right Reverend Bishop Luers had in 
view when purchasing the building. 
To this end, the group known as the 
St, Joseph’s Hospital Association was 
formed, and by their articles of asso- 
ciation, which were legally drawn up 
according to the laws of the State of 
Indiana on April 22, 1869, the mem- 
bers voluntarily associated themselves 
together for the purpose of purchas- 
ing the property from the Bishop, 
under the condition that it be pur- 
chased for and used as a hospital and 
for other charitable purposes, and
